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•  TERRARIUM  GARDENS 


The  word  “terrarium”  means  “with  earth”  (instead  of  “with  water”  as 
does  the  word  “aquarium”).  The  plants  in  this  container  are  evergreen. 
Any  grass  or  deciduous  plant  which  comes  up  from  unseen  seed  should  be 
removed  if  you  want  the  garden  to  remain  artistic.  The  hardy  plants  can 
be  planted  outdoors  even  in  the  North  if  put  in  porous,  acid,  moist  soil,  some¬ 
what  shaded.  Neglected  gardens  have  lived  for  months  in  correct  tempera¬ 
tures.  Flowering  plants  are  placed  in  the  containers.  Blossoms,  however, 
will  depend  upon  the  temperature  and  the  light  conditions.  If  plants  grow 
too  rapidly  they  will  not  produce  blooms  normally. 


•  SUGGESTIONS 


KEEP  in  a  light  situation,  but  avoid  hot  sunshine.  REMOVE  the  leaves 
as  they  turn  yellow  or  brown,  and  any  excess  growth  which  would  crowd 
the  container.  CUT  the  flowering  stems  after  the  bloom  has  begun  to  wither. 
USE  standard  insecticides  for  insects  too  small  to  lift  out  of  the  container. 
Prevent  the  formation  of  mold.  It  it  appears,  remove  it.  SPRAY  with  a 
fine  mist  if  moisture  does  not  readily  condense  on  the  sides  and  top  of  the 
container.  If  water  collects  at  the  base,  however,  remove  the  excess  with 
a  medicine  dropper,  blotting  paper,  or  keep  the  container  open  until  suffi¬ 
cient  evaporation  has  taken  place.  Temperature  changes  may  cause  the 
moisture  to  appear  sufllcient  when  the  moss  is  shabby.  Feel  the  moss  gently 
to  make  sure  that  it  is  damp.  Moss  often  looks  somewhat  dull  before  the 
new  growth  becomes  abundant.  If  possible,  imitate  the  conditions  where 
moss  naturally  grows.  IT  is  possible  to  frequently  freshen  the  foliage  of 
the  garden  without  disturbing  the  base  moisture.  A  TERRARIUM  should 
live  as  long  as  you  follow  these  suggestions.
